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Yes,  or  No. 

The  Township  Committee,  at  the 
request  of  many  citizens,  called  a 
meeting  for  Wednesday  evening  of 
this  week  (afterwards  postponed  to 
Friday  evening)  -  for  the  purpose  of 
considering  the  provisions  of  the  new 
township  law.  It  was  represented  to  i 
the  Committee  that  in  spite  of  the 
efforts  on  the  part  of  individuals  very 
many  people  had  very  little  knowl¬ 
edge  of  what  the  law  really  was. 
It  was  urged  that  the  matter,  being 
one  of  great  importance  to  the  gener¬ 
al  public,  the  Committee  should  take 
official  notice  of  it  and  provide  some 
effectual  means  of  making  known  the 
provisions  of  the  law  in  order  that 
when  the  election  was  held  all  might 
have  the  benefit  of  intelligent  voting 
It  was  prudently  resolved  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  to  devote  the  meeting  entirely 
to  a  discussion  of  the  provisions  of  the 
law  without  regard  to  the  expediency 
of  adopting  it.  It  was  further  resolved 
to  distribute  a  synopsis  of  the  law  as 
widely  as  possible.  By  providing  a 
public  meeting  where  all  who  desire 
might  instruct  themselves!  as  fully  as 
jH>ssible  and  in  ordering  (he  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  by 
means  of  circulars  the  Township 
Committee  have  done  their  part  in  the 
matter. 

Ever}’  voter  has  had  and  still  has 
ever)’  opportunity  to  find  out  what  the 
new  law  is,  and,  furthermore,  it  is  his 
duty  to  fipd  out.  Here  is  a  law 
which  thusCy  who  have  studied  it  most 
carefully  assure  us  is  full  of  provisions 
directly  bearing  upon  the  peace,  com 
fort,  progress  and  prosperity  of  the 
Township.  AVc  are  further  assured 
l.y  those  who  Lave  carefully  iuvesti 
gated  the  practical  workiug  of  town 
ship  government,  that  our  present 
laws  are  utterly  inadequate,  even  at 
the  present  time,  for  properly  conduct¬ 
ing  public  affairs,  and  that  the  evil  is 
increasing  with  the  rapidly  increasing 
population.  It  would  be  bad  enough 
tu  l*e  deprived  of  the  manifold  and 
apparent  advantages  of  the  new  law 
bv  i  selfishness  and  stupidity,  but  it 
\vt\pltl  1-e  galling  beyond  expression 
to  discover,  after  the  battle  that  it 
had  been  defeated  by  the  almost 
criminal  ignorance,  neglect  and  in¬ 
difference  of  those  from  whom  we 
have  every  light  to  expect  the  most 
hearty  co  operation. 

We  are  so  sure  of  the  great  ex¬ 
cellence  of  the  new  law  aud  its  far 
reaching  influence  for  good  that  we 
are  confident,  nothing  is  nulled  to 
carry  the  township  in  its  favor  by  an 
overwhelming  majority,  but  to  have 
the  knowledge  of  its  provisions 
brought  home  to  the  minds  of  our 
best  citizens  and  a  realization  on  their| 
part  that  votes  and  not  opinions  are 
what  count  at  elections. 

Above -all  things,  then,  let  not  this 

election  go  by  default.

A  company  staiting  from  ]  .in- 
Jen  avenue  could  reauh  a  Are  in  »  len 
Ridge  iu  less  than  half  the  time  nece-^—^ 
for  either  of  the  other  hose  companie  i. 

As  to  the  cost  to  the  town  of  the  West 
End  Company,  your  correspondent  wii  ely 
misstates  the  facts.  The  West  End  C  >in- 
pany  propose  to  build  their  own  howse, 
and  all  they  ask  of  the  town  is  a  liose- 
carriage,  costing  about  $*’»()  to  $70,  a  sjuit- 
able  amount  of  hose-  which  the  t|wn 
already  has  on  hand— and  the  annual  pay¬ 
ment  of  rent  and  coal  bills — altogether 
about  $200  or  $250.  Even  if  new  liose 
has  to  be  purchased  the  annual  cost  would 
not  be  greatly  increased.  1  cannot  lljiuk 
that  this  is  a  very  largo  sum  to  pay  to 
protect  so  much  valuable  property  ap  is 
now  located  in  the  neighborhood.

I  deuce,  and  to  him  the  State  owes  rnoie  in 
I  this  relation  thun  to  all  other  historical 
writers.  All  tin.*  libi arias  and  archives  in 
1  this  country  and  in  Europe  ^affording 
1  material  for  the  work  have  been  carefully 
|  searched  by  him.  The  special  aim  of  his 
lecture  was  to  portray  one  of  the  minor 
incidents  of  the  wai  in  New  Jersey.
